While beans haye long been grown 
and appreciated in certain parts of 
Canada for table use both in green 
state and in the form of the ripened 
seed, this crop has’ not been as ex- 


tensively cultivated as would be de-

ripe seed is al 
ent and where, nevertheless, this 
crop: would likely prove successful, 
provided. suitable. varieties were 
tried. 

With a view to. extending the use 
of ripe beans for human food, the 
Dominion Cerealist is distributing 
this winter, for the first time, sample 
of a productivee and very early rip- 
ening field bean. As this’ vareity is 
brown in colour and as it does not 
perliaps give as heavy a yield as some 
of the later-maturing white sorts, its 
cultivation, is not recommended for 
districts where the more popular var- 
jeties can be found. Farmers in al- 
most any part of Canada where or- 
dinary beans :fail to ripen would do 
well to. apply for a sample of the 
beans now offered. The variety in 
question is a selection from a sort ob- 
tained ydars.ago from Norway. It is 
being fntroduced under the name 
‘Norwegian, Ottawa 710”. While 
the number of samples available is 
necessarily - limited, it willrbe pos- 
sible to send a few, at least, to al- 
most every district where they are 
likely to be of use, Applications 
from farmers in localities where 
beans are already recognized as a 
successful crop will not be filled; 
but requests are invited from furm- 
ers who have not yet found a var- 
iety which ripens sufficiently early. 

Although these are of abrown col- 
and there is no reason why 
should not give complete satisfaction 
for table use, even though their col- 
our be not fashionable. They are 
not recommended for\ use in the 
green state.

Similar methods to this 
is the way left open by a “gratefnl 
country’ to the boys who seek some 
entertainment to compensate for the 
weart months spent bevond the edge 
of civilization.

“The Church must get on to her 
job or get off it, she must get up or 
get out; she must put oc her Sunday 
blacks and put on khaki, she must 
put on her working clothes and 
think less of, dress parade.”” These 
were some of the sayings of the Rev. 
Dr. Wilson, of Chalmers Church, 
Kingston in a masterly address 
which he delivered at the second of 
a series of inter-church meetings in 
connection with the Forward Move- 
ment in St. John’s Anglican church 
on Wednesday evening last. 

The meeting was opewed with a 
song service and as on b former oc- 
casion the three choirs united, and 
were led by Rev. T. H.H. Hall, Rec- 
tor of the Church, The Scripture 
lesson was read by Rev. Dr. Mac- 
Tavish and Rev. Hall read prayers. 

Dr, Wilson, after expressing his 
pleasure at being invited to speak, 
asked, What is the Forward Move- 
ment? It is not a whip to spur on a 
weary Church, nor is it a scheme to 
make the tired women do more work 
nor is it a scheme to secure more 
pay for the preachers. But we 
have had a war, and = things can 
never be the same again, and this 
Forward Movement, if zuecessful, 
will enable the Church to meet the 
new and changed conditions which 
now. confront the Church, and to 
jmeet them in an adequate 4nd suit- 
‘able fashion. There is a new era 
,in politics, and any man or any na- 
| tion who thinks of living for self 
‘is anathema, There are 30 lan- 
, Canada, and whatever else is taught 
j the children must learn what it is 
to be Canadians. Our Universities 
are crowded. We are facing a new 
‘social out--look and new ideals. 
,Life is being madé more comfort- 
jable for all, and that is as it should 
Out of this social unrest a bet- 
‘ter day is coming.

Hon. Dr. Phillipe Roy, 
the Canadian commissioner in Paris,
